Relics Of English 
Martyrs Found Under 
Altar In Home Chapel 


London —(NC)— Two skulls, 
Steet of English martyrs of the 

iddle Ages, a quantity of Agnus 
Deis and three slate altar stones 
of persecution times have been 
found at the home of Sir Antony 
Tichborne, a prominent Catholic. 


They were found beneath the 
altar in the house chapel during 
repairs. Two of Sir Antony’s fore- 
bears, Blesseds Nicholas and Thom- 
as Tichborne, died for the Faith. 


Archaeologists believe that the 
skulls were hastily buried at the 
time of the Reformation when the 
tombs of the Tichborne family 
were rifled by government agents. 
One Agnus Dei bears the arms of 
Pope Clement XI (1670-1676.)

More Than 1,600 Delegates Participate In 
Sessions; Mrs. G. B. Bennett Elected New President

In a resolution taking issue with the communists’ so- 


kholm Peace Proposal, 
called Stockholm e Pp Council of Catholic Women in 


more than 1,600 delegates resolved 


that “Peace will reign only when 
each member of the community of 
nations will make peace with God, 
when nations all recognize that He 
alone is the Creator and the Master 
of the universe, when all put into 
ractice the precept of the Gospel: 
ve God above all and your neigh- 
bor as yourself for the love of 
God.” 


The Cleveland convention, whose 
theme was “Peace in Our Days,” 
was the largest held in the 30-year 
history of the women’s organiza- 
tion. This 25th national gathering 
of the NCCW was an unusual 
“working convention” which fea- 
tured 18 workshops. These practic- 
al sessions attracted so much at- 
tention that standing room only 
prevailed at them. 


Representatives from five for- 
eign countries attended the ses- 
sions, and three Archbishops and 
nine Bishops participated. His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII sent his 
Apostolic Blessing, and President 
Truman extended his best wishes. 

Mrs. Gerald B. Bennett, of Grand 
Rapids, was elected 13th president 
of the women’s council, succeeding 
Mrs. Alfred S. Lucas of Mobile. 
Mrs. Bennett was elected to the 
NCCW board at the 1948 conven- 
tion, and served as chairman of 
the Committee on Organization and 
Development of the NCCW. She 
organized the diocesan unit of the 


Grand Rapids in 1939. 


Mrs. Lucas, the outgoing presi- 
dent, reported a 30-year 
the NCCW from 95 
organizations in 1920 to 6,473 at 
the present time. For the silver 


jubilee convention she noted that 


the NCCW has affiliations in all 
dioceses, one in Honolulu, 18 na- 
tional organizations and seven 
State organizations. 

At the closing banquet of the 
convention Bishop Edward F. Ho- 
ban of Cleveland left this final 
message with the delegates, echo- 
ing their own resolution on peace: 

“Peace, then, is something that 
we should not look for outside 
ourselves until we have it within 
our own hearts and consciences. 

We shall not bring peace among 

nations if we do not enjoy the 
friendship of the King of Kings 
and Lord of Nations, nor is it 
possible to have peace in our own 
country as long as we fail to 
carry out in our daily lives the 
principles of justice and charity 
toward God and each other which 
ate the only foundations for 


ce.

|X the gospel of this Sunday our 
Divine Savior declared a rule 
which should govern the conduct of 
people in the spiritual and temporal 
order. According to St. Paul “all 
authority is from God,” whether it 
be religious, civil or parental. 
Today we see the Communist 
state refusing the people in many 
countries the right to openly wor- 
ship God.

The Pope will declare that the 
Assumption of Mary is a truth 
that must be believed on the 
authority of God who revealed it. 
The definition by the Pope will 
mean that there is no room left 
for doubt or opinion, for contra- 
diction or controversy. It will 
mean that the matter is settled 
for time and eternity, because in 
solemn declarations the Pope is 
infallible. 


A solemn definition of the As- 
sumption of Mary demands com- 
plete assent; once it is defined a 
Catholic cannot deny it without 
falling into heresy, without com- 
mitting a serious sin against faith. 


The Holy Father would not de- 
fine the Assumption of Mary as 
a dogma of faith unless it was 
contained in the deposit of revela- 
tion, that is, in Scripture or Tra- 
dition. Nowhere, however, it is 
explicitly stated in Scripture that 
Mary was taken body and soul to 
heaven. There is nothing in Scrip- 
ture regarding the Assumption of 
Mary that corresponds with the 
explicit statements regarding the

Let us look at the difference in 
these two feasts from another 
angle. A Catholic could not hold 
that Mary was conceived in sin, 
without committing a serious sin 
against faith, without falling into 
heresy. A Catholic could not state 
that Mary’s Immaculate Concep- 
tion is not contained in God's 
revelation to man. 


But in celebrating Mary’s As- 
sumption as something hallowed by 
the belief of centuries, a Catholic 
could express his opinion that he 
did not think that the Assumption 
is contained in the revelation given 
man by God. He could not, without 
temerity, deny the fact of Mary’s 
glorification in body and soul, but 
he could express, as his opinion, 
that this is not sufficiently con- 
tained in revelation to be declared 
a dogma of faith. Until November 
1, to express such an opinion would 
not make him a heretic. 


On November 1, the Holy Father 
will proclaim solemnly the doc- 
trine of Mary’s Assumption as a 
dogma of faith. What precisely 
does that mean?

Of course, one cannot predict 
accurately what will happen, but 
it is certain that freedom will be 
given to missionaries to continue 
the work they had begun, and 
which was interrupted by the 
war. 


Only recently we received from 
a Maryknoll Missionary at Seoul, 
Korea, a report that many clergy- 
men were imprisoned by the 
Reds. Refugees from North Korea 
had reported that a number of

The 
whereabouts of three priests taken 
from Seoul in July, namely, Bis- 
hop Patrick J. Byrne, Apostolic

R. Booth, ‘Maryknoll Missioner 
from Rockville Center, N. Y., and 
Father Paul Villemont, a member 
of the Paris Foreign Mission So- 
ciety, are still unknown. 


Six German Benedictine Fathers 
and a sister have been imprisoned 
in Pyongyang for more than a 
year. Their superior, Bishop Boni- 
face Sauer, died during his im- 
prisonment. A total of 61 Ger- 
man Benedictine Fathers, Brothers 
and Sisters and a number of Ko- 
rean priests are understood to be 
held in a prison near the Man- 
churian border. 


But long before the war—nine 
years ago—Catholic missionaries 
were not permitted to work in the 
western half of North Korea. The 
Maryknoll priests and sisters had 
worked there before World War 
II, but were sent back to the Uni- 
ted States at that time. Their 
missions have remained closed. 
Maryknoll priests and sisters not 
only had charge of some 50 schools 
with an enrollment of 5,500 boys 
and girls, but the sisters were 
treating 27,000 cases a year in 
their mission dispensaries before 
the war halted their work.

The Chureh was making very 
rapid progress in China until the 
Communists took over. For in- 
stance in the Wuchow Diocese in 
South China, where, for years, 
there was not a single conversion, 
there are now 21,000 Catholics.

“Right now I have sixteen vil- 
lages under instructions.

From the earliest 
centuries until the Reformation the 
entire Christian world honorod her 
as the loftiest creature of God. 


Coming back to the Reforma- 
tion Day idea, a Missouri Synod 
Lutheran minister, who came over 
from Germany years ago, became 
a Catholic precisely because his 
Church, instead of honoring Mary, 
sidetracked her completely. He had 
written a book against devotion to 
the Blessed Virgin, but when he 
thought he was faced with death 
a question entered his mind with 
a sudden flash, “What shall I say 
to my Judge when He ‘accuses me 
of writing a book against His own 
mother ?” 

He resolved then and there to 
make an investigation of the part 
Mary played in the redemption of 
man, and promised that, if he 
found that he had been wrong, he 
would write a book in defense of 
devotion to her. All this happen- 
ed. Not only did he become a Cath- 
olic, but he founded and, until his 
death, published, the first German 
Catholic daily in the United 
States. Three of his sons became 
priests. He had also previously 
preached “Reformation Day” ser- 
mons, but felt obligated, after his 
conversion, to make amends for 
the insults he had been wont to 
hurl at the Catholic Church and 
Christ’s mother. 


No Catholic certainly feels that 
“he is free only to be a Roman 
Catholic in a Catholic country.” 
There are plenty of so-called Cath- 
olics in Catholic countries who do 
not practice their religion. It is 
not due to any fault they find with 
the Catholic Church, but rather 
with God’s Commandments; and 
that is why, in every country, in- 
cluding our own, there are many 
bad Catholics. Christ intended that 
it should be so. Did He not claim 
that He came not to call the right- 
eous, but the sinner to repentance 
(Luke V:32)?

Every aT he has to 
worry about serving 15,000 meals 
to 5,000 men. During his seven 
years on the job he has learned 
something about the likes and dis- 
likes of the male palate. He has 
been able to check this rather well 
because Notre Dame uses the Cafe- 
teria system in which some choice 
is involved. 

For those women who face the 
everlasting daily question, “What 
to cook?” here are Mr. Ford’s ob- 
servations: 


Notre Dame men like any kind of 
beef, just so it is well done—steaks 
are in first place. They like pork 
in any form; they will eat roast 
veal cutlets occasionally. Poultry 
goes well enough, with turkey pre- 
ferred to chicken.

Armour And Co. Gives

Dr. John D. Mizelle, Professor 
of Biology and Editor of the 
American. Midland Naturalist at 
Notre .Dame, announced that 
Joseph Berberian, a graduate stu- 
dent in the Department of Biology; 
at the University, has been given 
a fellowship under the terms of 
the Armour grant to work on a 
method to rid farmers of this 
menace to sheep.

Feast A Public Holiday 


This belief in Mary’s Assump-. 
tion has an honored place in the 
teaching of eastern churches not 
in communion with Rome. Even 
the present Anglican Archbishop 
of Canterbury,’ who publicly pro- 
tested against the proclamation of 
the Assumption, would find a pre- 
cedent in the action of one of his 
distinguished predecessors, Arch- 
bishop Lanfrane, who occupied 
the See cf Canterbury in the 11th 
century, and who established the. 
Assumption as one of the five prin- 
cipal feasts of the year in his cal- 
endar. 

Lingard, the great English his- 
torian, records that the laws of 
King Alfred required that the 
Feast of the Assumption should be 
kept as a public holiday. The As- 
sumption of Our Lady is attested 
in the official seal of the charter 
of Eton college issued in 1447. 

It is regrettable that Mr. Weller 
conveys the impression that the 
Jesuits, as a body, have been ac- 
tively engaged in keeping the As- 
sumption from being defined. In 
this regard, a distinct injustice is 
done to a great religious order. 
The Jesuits, like all other Catho- 
lics, have acknowledged the As- 
sumption of Our Lady, and indeed 
one of the most distinguished re- 
search scholars in behalf of the 
dogma, has been a Jesuit, Father 
William Hentrich, S.J. 

There has been among Catholic 
theologians no serious objection to 
the dogma of the Assumption 
and there has been no conspiracy 
regarding it. There has been dif- 
ference of opinion regarding the 
advisability of proclaiming it as a 
solemnly defined dogma at this 
time. The Vatican polled all the 
resident bishops of the world in 


this matter, and of 1,191 who an-: 
swered only 16 questioned whether 
the dogma should be proclaimed 


at this time.
